Mr. Thomas Johnson (Dublin County) said 
that the Minister had power to cause an 
inquiry to be held, and the Minister would 
be the person responsible for setting up the 
tribunal. The Minister had not made any 
case for extending the power of the Dublin 
Tramway Company to increase their charges 
by fifty per cent. He suggested that 
the proper course to be adopted in 
this case would be to hold over the 
discussion of this stage of the bill until thev 
learned from the Tramway Company what the, 
proposed to do with regard to the reduction of 
fares or the extension of stages. 

The report of the annual meeting of the 
Tramway Company rather led one to think 
that they were piling on preparing for the 
expiration of sixteen years, when the Corpora- 
tion would have the right to take over the 
undertaking at a price, If it could be shown 
that the profits of this company had been 
steadily increasing, making jt more and more 
valuable, then, he dared say, the claim could 
be sustained for a higher market value than 
would normally be the case. 

A “ STRONG BELIEF.” 

Mr. Sears (Mayo and Roscommon) said that 
there was undoubtedly a strong belief in 
Dublin that the tramway charges were too 
high. When it was proposed during the war 
to raise the fares, some townships thought that 
the revised fares were too high, but they did 
not want to go to the trouble and expense of 
going to London to oppose the Order and fight 
the matter with the Advisory Committee there. 
He thought that it would be a waste of time 
to ask the Dail to constitute itself a tribunal! 
to go mto the expenses and receipts of the 
Tramway Company. He thonght that some 
so bodies should move in the matter and 
ave an inquiry by the Advisory Committee. 

Mr. Davin (Leix-Offaly) said that he had 
been informed by employés of the company 
and by people who used the tramcars that 
recentiv the company had reduced consider- 
ably the number of cars on certain rontes. 
more especially on the long distance routes. 
their object, no doubt, being to cut down the 
running expenses of the company at the cost 
of the convenience of the travelling public. 

Anyone who stood at one of the waiting 
places from five o’clock in the evening till 
eleven o'clock at night could see that there 
was something in the complaint, and he put 
it to the Minister that he should get into com- 
munication with the Minister for Home Affairs 
to see that the Dublin Metropolitan Police did 
the duty that they had previously done Ín the 
matter of the overcrowding 6f tramears and 
bring the Tramway Company to some realisa- 
tion of their duty to the travelling public. 

Mr. Hughes (Louth and Meath) opposed the 
adjournment of the debate on the portion of 
the bill. as suggested by Mr. Johnson, and 
said that if the hill were not passed some of 
the harbours would have to close. 

Professor Whelehan said that what he was 
prepared to do in the circumstances was to 
interpret the word ‘‘mav” as that he 
“would” set up the inquiry if a number of 
deputies should make the case for it. Until a 
request of that nature was made he did not 
think that he had information that would 
justify him in assuming that the tramway 
fares in Dublin at the present time were so 
excessive—or that the profits, rather, were so 
excessive—that there was n case for the com- 
pany s going back to pre-war rates. 

On facts that deputies would submit he was. 
however, prepared to set up the inquiry. He 
was not, however, prepared to take respon- 
sibility for the supervision of police duties, as 
suggested by Deputy Davin. 

Alderman O'Brien asked if the Minister 
meant that an inquir’y should be called for 
by a majority of the Dail. i 

Mr. Whelehan—Certainly not—a reasonable 
number. 

Professor Magennis said that so far as he 
knew nó petition or plea had been made by 
the companies for a continuance of the 
charges. 

Mr. Whelehan said that the Ministry had 
been approached by some of the bodies in- 
terésted, but it was for the Dail to decide 
whether the Tramway Co. should come for- 
ward and put up a case. It might be remem- 
hered that the charges at present in force~ 
under statute—could not legally be continued 
after lst May. 

In reply zo Mr. Johnson, he said that he 
would accede to the demand for the inquiry. 

Alderman O’Brien then withdrew his amend. 
ment. 


SUGGESTED DATE. 

An amendment by Mr. Gavan Duffy pro- 
posed to replace the words ‘‘so long as this 
section remains in force ” by the words ‘‘yntil 
Sist day of August, 1923.” Two thingie 
said, urged him to put forward the amend- 
ment—(1) the crying need for nny tram 
fares in Dublin; and (2) the shocking scandal 
of a Minister proposing that fares increased 
three years ago should automatically be con- 
tinued indefinitely. The purpose. of his amend- 
ment was to get a date fixed up to which the 
increased charges should operate, and if the 
Minister did not like that particular date he 
could put in another. The Minister had said

Certain railway companies had reduced rates, 
EALA TÍ in regard to agricultural produce, 
from 120 to 100 per cent., thus giving an in- 
ducement, to traders in the Midjands to send 
trade through Belfast port.. That was all 
part of the game played by the Six County 
Government to paralyse the trade and com- 
merce, of the Free State. ie Minister was 
making it possible. for those things to be 
continued, 

If there were any intdhtion on the part of 
the Government to set up a Judicial Rates 
Tribunal, which would offer a means of ap- 
peal against unfair chatgés. 

Professor Whelehan,said that the Govern- 
ment did not propose to do what Mr. Gavan 
Duffy charged them with doing. ‘With re- 
gard to Mr. Davin’s remarks, it was true 
that the rates had been reduced in England, 
but in England thesé very Acts were being 
continued up till 1925. If there’ was any 
case for the reduction of rates, that case 
could be made at the inquiry which it was 
proposed to ey only proposed to 
take powers under this Act until the end 
of this yeat—power to continue’ the présent 
rates until it was ascertained by the inquiry 
whether they should be increased or reduced.

The amendment, he said, would give the 
Minister an opportunity of having an mauiry 
in a way that would commend itself to him.

He was anxious that 
there should be penny fares on the Dublin 
tramways, at least for short .distances, and 
that the fares generally should be revised, 
and he mentioned that on the very day when 
the amendment first cdme before the House 
it was announced in the Press that the tram- 
way fares in Belfast had been reduced from 
three-halfpence to a penny. á 

Mr FitzGibbon, K.C., said that-he did not 
seo how the amendment would carry out the 
object which Mr. Gavan Duffy had in view. 

Professor Magennis said that he did not 
want to victimise the Tramway Company, but 
the onus was on the company to justify ite 
charges and not on thé public. The company 
had shown very 
public in some of its most recent regulations. 
If one boarded a tramcar at fhe beginnih 
of a new fare, additional charge was exacted. 
The company was within its legal rights in 
doing that. but Shylock shall be treated as 
Shylock, If the Deputy é amendment were in 
order he would support it. 

Professor Whelehan seid the provisions for 
inquiry were such that the onus for making 
a case for increased charges rested ‘with the 
hody desiring to have the present charges 
retained. lí the Minister were not 
satisfied that a case had been made, he could 
revise those charges. As to the question of 
stages, he did not know if they had any 
power to get the Tramway Company to 
alter them. Under the present Act he did 
not see how it could be done. 

The demand for an inquiry should come 
from a local body, such as the Corporation, 
Rathmines Council, or Pembroke Council. 
Deputy Gavan Dufiy “would extend the 
powers which this bill eonferred on the 
Ministry until the 25th August, but he would 
give the Ministry power-in fact, make it 
obligatory—to extend the charges, which 
might be fixed between the present time and 
the 25th August, over a full year—a thing 
they were not at all anxious to do. 

The amendment was defeated by a large 
majority 

A further amendment, by Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, with regard to cana] charges was not 
proceeded with. 

Mr. Johnson—Is the Muinieter satisfied that 
the canal companies are not in a position to 
make any reduction in their charges in view 
of the fact that they have reduced wages

Professor Whelehan—The Ministry is satis- 
fied that it wants the powers it seeks under 
the bill. 

The bill passed through the Committee 
stage, and it was agreed to take the report 
stage on Wednesday. 


LAUGHTER. 


The Speaker mentioned: that he had ‘been 
asked at a certain stage of the proceedings 
to reprove a deputy for laughing. He would 
always protect deputies. when speaking, under 
any circumstances, but he thought it would 
be a matter of opinion whether it should be 
made a subject of ruling from the chair, if 
a deputy smiled or laughed. 

The Minister for Local Government ,said 
that he would just like to say that at the 
particular time referred‘ to he was not laugh- 
ing at the deputy. 


HOUSING. 
FREE STATE’S URGENT NEEDS 


On the motion for the adjournment, 

Alderman Corish (Wexford) raised ' the 
question of housing. He said that his object 
in doing so was to give the Government an 
opportunity of making a statement on their 
attitude regarding the -question.' Housing 
was a serious problem before 1914, but it was 
much more serious at present. He admitted 
that the Government had made an effort to 
tackle the question last year, but that effort 
should have been continued. 

He was of opinion that there was some 
ring being formed among builders in the 
country to keep up the price of houses, and 
he thought that the Government should take 
steps to get into touch with these people, and 
to have matters adjusted. 

Alderman O’Brien supported Alderman 
Corish, and said that the housing problem 
affected every town in Ireland. In Dublin, 
before the war, 22,000 families were living 
in one-room tenements,-and a committee 
which was set up at the time expressed the 
opinion that 14,000 _ self-contained houses 
were needed. He believed that there was a 
ring controlling the price of building material, 
and the Government should do something. to 
break it. The Building Guild was doing good 
work, and they had a sympathetic minister 
who had been very friendly in every way. 
The housing problem could not be ignoted. 
It was as necessary and as urgent as any 
matter that the Government had to tackle. 

Mr. ‘Cole said that there was no: more 
urgent item in the constructive programme 
of the Dail than the matter of housing. . The 
slums were a national scandal, and if. they 
did not take the earliest chance of clearing 
them away they deserved to be held in con- 
tempt by every civilised country. 

Mr. Sears drew attention to the housing 
conditions in .ceuntry towns, and said that 
private enterprise was unable to cope with 
the needs of the people. He would. ask that 
the Government should bring forward a 
sweeping measure, and face the question 
boldly. 

Mr. Lyons (Labour) complained that much 
had been said about the cities and towns, but 
nothing at all was said of the deplorable state 
of housing in the rural areas. 

Mr. Johnson, replying-to some observations 
of Mr. Wilson on the matter, said that if 
economic rents were going tb be demanded 
for houses, then wages would have to he 
raised. 
years, and prepare .a scheme for that time. 
He believed that the right way to tackle 


the problem—-and the Labour Party had ad-. 


vocated it for the last three years—was_ by 
setting up a national housing authority to 
work along with the Councils, but having 
very much more power. 


THE AUTHORITY. 


The housing authority shotld be represen- 
tative—representative of the industries con- 
cerned and the local authorities. The housing 
Minister should have @pwers to step in and 
utilise building materials, or to compel firms 
or combines to put materials‘to use. If there

“Mr. Gorey (Farmers) contended that thé 
rural districts had done their share in pro- 
viding houses, amd that the towns had not.

‘Mr. Hughes said that if the cost of transit 
of ‘materials were reduced he beli¢ved houses 
could be-built much cheaper. 

Mr. Nagle said that some towns were not 
urban districts, and accordingly did not get 
their share of the £1,000,000 grant for housing 
last year. The Government should empower 
Councils to take over houses that were unfit 
for habitation, put them into a proper siate of 
repair and collect rents for them. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 


The Minister for Local Government said that 
it was not a fact that nothing had -been done 
for housmg in the present year. There was a 
wote of £700,000 for housing, which would 
mean that a considerable amount of work 
would be done in the present year for housin 
in the country. If any local authority cou 
devise a scheme for selling houses built under 
the million: pounds grant so as to get cash, or 
any substantial proportion of the price in 
cash, that authority would be at liberty to use 
the money so obtained for the building of 
further houses. 

In one district a scheme had been put for- 
ward and approved in regard to the sale of 
houses. Of course, they would have to sell at 
a considerably Jower figure than the cost of 
building. He appreciated as much as any- 
body the reat importance and urgency of 
housing. ere were at least 40,000 or 42,000 
houses required, and he did not think that 
“that would meet every need, but it would help 
the housing problem in a substantial way. 

Under the Labourers Acts 47,969 houses were 
built in Ireland. Of these, 41,851 were built 
in the Saorstat, and as much required to be 
done for urban housing. 

At the present cost of building it would 
‘require £30,000.000- to deal with the urgent 
housing problem, whereas the same number of 
houses were built under the Labourers Acts for 
a little over £7,000,000. When they came to 
deal with that problem they must really face 
the question of getting the costs down to as 
reasonable a figure as they could be brought. 
They knew it would be a saving to the State 
to deal with this problem—a saving in 
health, man-power, and in police. The 
benefits to the State would be inestimable, but 
when faced with the question of finding a big 
sum of money they must consider the means 
to deal with this as cheaply as possible, and 
that’ required the qriatedl co-operation from 
the workers in the building trade and the 
local bodies concerned. 

The £1,000,000 would produce about 2,000 
houses. These cost £760, and the State had 
put up £500 of that amount. 

Betore it became apparent that the present 
deficit would be so large they had seriously to 
consider whether they would not have to alter 
their whole policy in regard to housing sub- 
sidies, with a view to getting the greatest 
number of houses for the money paid. 

He thought. that it was not unfair to come 
to the conclusion that the output in the build. 
ing trade was nothing like what it ought to 
be, and he thought that they would have to 
make Exchequer contributions, contingent on 
their being met by output. There were a 
number A restrictions in. the building trade 
which, he thought, would have to be dropped 
by that trade. 

he Government would have to consider 
the question of Irish manufacture, and in 
this matter there should be some protection 
on tariff basis; so that no unreasonable ad- 
wantage should be taken of the desire to 
provide Irish manufactured material. 

They had to see how the cost of houses 
could be cut down—not in such a way as 
would provide houses which could only pro- 
duce new slums. supposed that there 
were “ruwigs, but where’ big contracts were 
offered he did not think the “ rings’’ would 
be such a serous matter, because of com- 
ae from outside. The State was very 
reavily burdened, and if they indulged in any 
heavy expenditure they would only injure 
the Stateand make the cost of money higher 


still. 
MR. COSGRAVE. 


Mr. Cosgirave said that the Government had 
shown their good faith bv giving £1,000,000 
for housing last year. They recently passed 
a Damage to Property Bill, which would in- 
volve a very considerable sum—a sum far in 
excess of what had been spent in Ireland in 
any five or six years, and it was a question 
whether this particular damage to property 
would cost the State £15,000,000 or 
£20,000,000. If there was an improved out- 
put he believed that they would save fully a 
quarter of that money. The deputies knew 
that the financial position was such that 
they had reached a financias crisis, and it was 
intensified by the fact that people in the 
capitalist class were not satisfied that they 
were being fairly treated by Labour. 

He was not going to go into the merits of 
that, but it was one of the principal diffi- 
culties he had in matters of finance. He said 
before that the State could not pay a £500 
subsidy for every house built; it was an im- 
post no State could bear. 

Twelve months ago, having formulated this 
scheme, which he said then was extravagant, 
but which he brought forward at the time as 
being the best scheme he could bring for- 
ward, they raised money at 4} per cent. The 
Standing Committee of the Irish banks agreed 
to lend at something like a. nine per cent, 
annuity for 15 years. i ; 

They had to get down to an economic basis 
by stages, if by no other means. The housing 
problem was, perhaps, the greatest problem 
they had to tackle. Deputy Gorey said 
that the rural districts did their share 
in housing, but the cost to them 
was only £2 2s. 7d. per cent., as compared 
with £5 2s. in the towns. He was not sure 
that local authorities were the best institu- 
tions for solving this problem. To his know- 
ledge, a puljlic company built something like 

060 houses, and thé local authorities 2,000. 
The public company paid a dividend of 5 

c., and the local authority lost on each 
Bas erected from £6 to £25, or over a 
period of years from £10,000 to £50,000. 


SUBSIDIES. 


Towns did not appreciate the solving of the 
housing problem, even with a subsidy. They 
found that the actual amount which would 
have to be levied from the tenant was some- 
thing like £187 10s., and at 9 p.c. That was 
less than 7s. 6d. a week. If local authorities 
“cut” collecting rents, they would save £12 
and the trouble of attending to the manage- 
ment of their houses, because there was 4 
lack of sympathy by people getting houses 
cnd then refusing to pay rents for them. In 
Dublin rents were not paid either. 

He remembered the case of a company 
that had certainly done very useful work. 
They charged a very small percentage, more, 
perhaps, than a philanthropic person would 
charge. But the Sinn Fein tenant would not 

to the Recorder's Court; the non-Sinn 
Fein tenant-would not go to the Sinn Fein. 
Court, and the capitalist tenant would not go 
to any court. (Latdghter. ) 

This was a colossal. problem, and he agreed 
that there was no time to be lost in grappling 
with it. “Tí there be supply,” Mr. Cos- 
rave said, “ theré will be demand. There 
s demand; then we want the supply. 

Mr. Cosgrave promised .Mr. Johnson that 
he would give to the House on Wednesday, 
so far as possible, a time-table of the business 
for the néxt few monthé. | He would like, he 
said, that the deputies should acquaint him, 
meanwhile, of their wishes. with regard to the 
estimates, as it might be desired to take them 
out of their place... They would deal with 
them at the earliest possible moment—pro- 
hably Wednesday week. 

The House rose at 7 o clock, and 
until Wednesday next at 3 o'clock,

The Housing Problem. 


The Irish housing problem was the sub- 
ject of an interesting debate in Dail 
Eireann yesterday, when Alderman Corish, 
of Wexford, called the attention of the 
Government to the urgency of the people's 
need. The facts of the problem require no 
rehearsal. Before the war it was esti- 
mated that 22,000 families in Dublin alone 
were living in one-roemed tenements, and 
the situation certainly has not improved 
very much since that time. Dublin, how- 
ever, shows only one aspect of this 
problem. Conditions in the country 
towns, such as Sligo, Limerick, Drogheda, 
etc., are appalling, while some of the 
larger villages almost beggar description. 
Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Local 
Government, said yesterday that at least 
40,000 new houses would be necessary to 
relieve the pressure on dwelling space 
which exists at present and that their 
building would cost a sum of £30,000,000. 
It is quite obvious, unfortunately, that 
no such sum can be raiséd either at 
present or in the near future, and it is also 
obvious that Mr. Blythe's estimated cost 
per house of £750, while quite accurate, 
is far too high. Before the war over forty 
thousand houses were built in the Free 
State area under the Labourers Act, 
and they cost altogether only a trifle 
over £7,000,000. The of the same 
number of houses now apparently would 
be four times as great. Something must 
be wrong somewhere. Several deputies 
hinted at the existence of “rings ”*’ in the 
building trade, and it is quite likely that 
such “rings’’ exist; but, as the Minister 
said, the offer of large contracts very soon 
would break them by reason of outside 
competition. Labour is another obstacle. 
As in England, the building unions here 
impose certain restrictions on their 
members, and have a rooted objection 
to mass production in any shape or form. 
Mr. Thomas Johnson, however, undertook 
yesterday to use his influence with the 
building operatives to remedy this very 
unsatisfactory condition of affairs. If the 
Government, he said, would guarantee “er- 
manence and continuity of jobs, he would 
do his best to secure the removal of every 
obstacle in the way of mass production. 
Such a step, however, would not be enough. 
Costs must be reduced drastically. It is

Hare and Tortoise. 


Mr. Lloyd George mar not have struck 
quite the happiest note when he assured 
the National Sunday School Union that 
there was no better training for politics 
than the Sunday school: but his claim 
that “the speed limit in literature has 
you dash. through books at sixty 
miles an hour ” has a firm foundation 
of fact. We read superficially nowa- 
‘days ‘because all life lived more 
upon the surface and at a higher rate of 
speed. Depth and pace are qualities of 
an epoch, not of this profession or that 
cult. We write more superficially, play, 
dance, sing and talk more superficially 
than our fathers were wont todo. It does 
not follow that we are getting less out of 
life than they or are putting less into it. 
The fabulist sop attached a meretricious 
importance tothecult of the slow, but sure, 
when he wrote the fable of the hare and 
the tortoise. Our ancestors, who attached 
more importance to romance than to 
natural history, overlooked the fact that. 
as an exponent of the wonders of nature 
or the adaptability of the living organism 
to environment, the tortoise plays a very 
insignificant part. Persons who take 
dietetics. seriously will |nourish them- 
selves on steak-pie and suet pudding or on 
buttermilk and nuts, according to the 
principles advocated by the particular 
medical expert whom they consult. So we 
may eat our way into ponderous tomes or 
sip like butterflies at ephemeral journals 
and cinematographic fiction, and in either 
case may be advised by responsible persons 
that we are using our minds to the best 
advantage. The speed limit in literature, 
as a matter of fact, is unimportant, and it 
does not matter whether we take our ideas 
from the surface or from the depths. Only 
the truth matters—the mot juste on top 
and the unassailable argument below.

Men like Ray and Ockenden, and 
many others of the younger generation of 
professionals, play with more dash and 
less caution than the older exponents of 
the game.

whether taxes or trade liability. I submit, 
however, that there are details of income tax 
assessment which require revision before the 
drastic measures proposed in the Finance Hill 
are enacted. I shall state a case, of which 
I have personal knowledgs, which illustrates 
some of the present objections to assessment 
of income tax. 

A. is hable for income tax as (1) occupier; 
(2) as landlotd of lands (the rentg of which 
have not been paid); (5) for investments, 
some of which are paid free.of income tax. 
He is not liable for the full rate of income 
tax—only about one-half of the asseased rate. 
A. offers to pay the rate for which he is 
liable, after allowance for a rebate, to which 
he is entitled; but the collectors state that 
he must pay the full rate, and then look for a 
rebate. A. has, every year, furnished a 
return to the Department, showing his 
income, and that he is legally entitled to a 
rebate. Further, some two years ago he 
made a claim for three years’ refund of income 
tax paid by him, and to date haa been unable 
to get a refund. There is consequently an 
unsettled account between him and the 
income tax authority, and a debt of two 
years’ income tax is due to the Government 
by him. 

Why a man- is called on to pay a debt for 
an amount for which, as the creditor knows, 
he is not liable, can only be explained by 
the persons responsible for the Act. It is 
ho that, if a man tenders the net income 
tax for which he is liable, it will not be in 
the power of the collector to issue a requisi- 
tion to the sheriff to seize his goods for a 
debt for which it is admitted he is not 
liable—at all events, to which he ix not liable 
aiter certain formalities "have been per-

She is wearing a gown of manve, 
with a pink overdress, and her head, with its 
soft white hair, is outlined against a red 
camillia tree. The portrait is the work of 
Mr. William B. E. Ranken, and a most in- 
teresting one. Another Royal portrait is that 
of Princess Christian in black and pearls. 
This is another most admirable portrait by

Probably one of the most popular exhibits 
this year will be a little statuette of the 
Prince of Wales in bronze by Mr. C. Sargeant 
Jagger.

KRUPP ON TRIAL

SOLDIERS WITH FIXED 
BAYONETS IN COURT.

COLOGNE, Friday. 

The trial of Herr Krupp von Bohlen and 
seven others, charged in connection with the 
Easter Monday tragedy at Krupp’s Works, 
in which the French troops shot down 15 
German workmen, commenced before a 
military court, which was held in a large 
danoing hall at Werden this morning. 

During the previous afternoon troops with 
tanks had been pouring into the town, and 
this morning a ring of steel was drawn round 
its confines. . 

All traffic was suspended, and only persons 
in possession of special passes were per- 
mitted to penetrate the barrier. This display 
of military power was also apparent in the 
court room, where a line 6f troops, with 
bavonets fixed, separated the public from the 
chief figures in the drama. 

At 9 a.m. Herr Kropp von Bohlen entered 
the room at the head of the other accused— 
Directors Bruhn, Hartwig. and Oesterlen, 
three workmen, and a member of the Work- 
men's (Council at Krupp’s. Four other 
directors were charged in their absence. 

The three workmen were charged with the 
theft of a motor cycle belonging to a Belgian 
soldier. 

Immediately after the charges were read out 
Dr. Grimm, leading counsel for the accused, 
questioned the court’s jurisdiction, but the 
point was cecided against him. 

The prosecuting cfficer then addressed the 
Court at length on the charges, which were 
of plotting against the security of the French 
troops and of endangering the maintenance 
of public peace, both of which come under au 
Order promulgated hy (reneral Degoutte. 
Lhese crimes are punisnable with death or 
hard labour, and at least ten years’ imprison- 
ment. 

The prosecution emphasised that the work- 
men had heen incited against the troops, and 
that the directors had taken no steps to pre- 
vent a collision. He submited that the 
sounding of ihe factory siren was the signal 
for the attack on the French troops. 


severa] questions to Dr. Krupp von Bohlen 
regarding the management of the Krupp con- 
cern. Dr. Krupp replied that he went to the 
factory as usual at 8.15 a.m. At o'clock 
Director Hartwig came to him stating that 
the sirens were to be sounded, the Workmen's 
Council having been approached hy the work- 
men themselves with a request that this 
action should be taken in view of the French 
occupation of the automobile hall end the 
threatened confiscation of the factory motor 
cars. 

Later he heard that members of the Work- 
men's Councils were discussing matters with 
the French with a view to securing the safe 
departure of the troops. Just before 11 
o'clock he was told that the French had 
bred, and, looking out of the window, he 
saw the workmen running away. 

Questioned by the President, as to whether 
he realised the fearful position in which the 
troops were placed, Dr. Krupp replied that 
he never thought the’French stood in any 
danger of the workmen. He never thought 
there would be a conflict, as it was the usual 
thing in the Ruhr to sound’ the sirens on a 
factory being occupied, and up till then there 
Lad been no conflict anywhere. 

During the afternoon two other directors 
Bruhn and Oesterlen gave evidence regarding 
their work and movements on the day of the 
tragedy. 

Herr Oedterleck admitted that he had ten 
thousand workmen under him, but declared 
that he was about a mile away at the time 
the French arrived at the garage. 


TRADE IN IRAK 
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PROTECTION FOR BRITISH 
INTERESTS. 
BAGDAD, Friday. 

The farewell banquet to Sir Percy and Lady 
Cox, given at the Makina Club on Wednes- 
day by the British community of Basrah and 
Mohommerah was a great success. Sir Percy 
and Lady Cox were presented with a silver 
ship of Good Fortune. 

Mr. Tod Moveur, of the British commercial 
community, said that a British Consul was 
required who would take up arms on behalf 
of the British traders and see that an equit- 
able treatment was given to British trade. 

Sir Percy Cox, in reply, agreed with the 
principle of having an isdependent official to 
look after and foster trade. They must, 
however, make an allowance for the last few 
years. The new Irak Government was a 
child, and they were bound for the time to 
look after its interests, even more than their 
own.

HIS HOPE 


Monsignor Luzio, through his secretary, 
Canon Conry, last evening communicated the 
following statement to the Press :— 

“The Papal Envoy leaves Ireland to- 
morrow (Saturday) morning on his way to. 
Rome. He takes this opportunity of thanking 
all with whom he has been brought into 
contact during his stay in this country— 
priests, people, and the Press. Once more 
he has experienced that the real Irish soul 
18 as good and as genial and as hospitable 
as ever. . 

“Monsignor Luzio, loving Ireland as he 
does, as his second fatherland, earnestly 
hopes that the blessing of complete peace 
may speedily raise this noble nation to the 
highest. degree of greatness and prosperity.” 


Monsignor Luzio has been in Ireland since 
St. Patrick’s Day. His mission, it is generally 
understood, was a.double one. He had an 
ecclesiastical function, and this, no doubt, 
was the main purpose of his visit to Ireland. 
He was also charged to obtain information 
for the Holy See with regard to actual 
affairs ’’ in Ireland, and to co-operate, so far 
as he could, in the interests of “a definite 
settlement. ”’ 

The letter of Cardinal Gasparri, Papal Secre- 
tary of State, to Cardinal Logue, which was 
published in the /rish Times on April 23rd, 
indicates the scope ‘of Monsignor Luzio’s 
mission in regard to its secular aspect, but 
it contained no reference to the enclectanithial 
side. This, presumably, was the subject of a 
second document, which has not been printed. 

As to both the ecclesiastical and the secular 
sides of his mission, Monsignor Luzio has 
been extremely careful to ensure that nothing 
should reach the public. It is known that 
he saw Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. de Valera, but 
it is doubtful whether these interviews pro- 
duced the results which had been expected. 

The Monsignor during his stay did not 
leave Dublin, except to visit Cardinal Logue 
at Armagh. and to meet the President of 
Maynooth College. Yesterdav he was visited 
at his hotel by Mr. William O’Brien, ex-M.P. 

Canon Conry, who acted as M@nsignor 
Luzio’s Secretary during the visit, remains 
in Ireland.

CONTRACTS FOR MILITARY 
UNIFORMS. 
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DISSATISFACTION IN ATHLONE, 

Our Athlone Correspondent writes :-—Lhe 
action of the Government in sending to cross- 
Channel manufacturers large orders for 
material for military uniforms has caused con- 
siderable dissatisfaction in labour circles in 
Athlone, owing to the fact that the local 
woollen milis have been passed over, although 
they are able to produce material as good as, 
if not better than, that produced by English 
firms. | 

The orders, it is understood here, were 
placed in England because there was some 
slight difference in price, but Labour main- 
tains that the money should be kept at home, 
and thus give much-needed employment. The 
Athlone mills empiov a large number of hands, 
but recently only 75 out of 125 Jooms have 
been working. Consequently, there 1s great 
unemployment in'the ranks of the mill workers 
here. 

During the European War large contracts 
were placed with the local mills by the 
British, who considered that the material 
manufactured in Athlone supassed that of 
anywhere else. The local Transport# Union 
branch have taken the matter up with head- 
quarters, and it is believed it will form the 
subject of a debate in the Dail. 


THE CITY OF DAVID. 
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PROPOSED EXCAVATIONS. 


The Colonial Ofhce states that the report 
that the proposed excavation of the City of 
David will be made in the vicinity of 
Ceuacolo, on the hill popularly known as 
Mount Zion, is unfounded. The real site of 
the’ City of David ties further eastwards, on 
a little. triangular spur called Ophel, which 
runs southward to its apex above the old 
Pool of Siloam.

SOLVING THE GERMAN 
PROBLEM. 
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Presiding at, a Primrose League demonstra- 
tion in London yesterday, Marquis Curzon 
said that he believed that the clouds were 
lifting in every quarter and that a spirit of 
confidence was growing up among the peoples 
of the world. He was hopeful of the success 
of the resumed Lausanne Conference, and 
looked forward to the time when a free and 
independent Egyptian people would be one of 
the great communities of friendly States in 
close alliance with the British Crown, and 
when Mesopotamia, with our assistance, would 
be able to stand alone. 

The clouds were rather heavy over Central. 
Europe, and some would say that they had 
not been greatly lightened by the .events of 
the preceding twenty-four hours. Each move- 
ment that was made, even though it was of 
an almost imperceptible character, seemed to 
be stopped in advance; but he declined to 
regard the situation in any spirit of de- 
spondency or despair. . 

The Government were in close communica- 
tion with their Allies. Whether the German 
offer was good or bad—and apparently a great 
many people regarded it as inadequate—it was 
a question.which concerned all. We should 
emerge from a difficult and anxious situation 
by concerted action, and if the Germans were 
confronted with the decision of al] the prin- 
cipal Powers concerned the chance of success 
would be greatly increased. i 


REPARATIONS PROBLEM. 
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MR. BALFOUR’S SUGGESTION. 

Speaking at a luncheon of the American 
Chamber of: Commerce in London yesterday, 
Mr. Arthur Balfour, President of the British 
Chambers of Commerce. referring to Repara- 
tions, said that they had got to get together 
internationally a body of commercial and 
financia] men who would tackle the problem 
and show what was possible or impossible in 
the way of Reparations. 


MENACE OF SOCIALISM. 
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PARTY DIFFERENCES AND 
RUIN. 

Mr. Churchill made his first speech since 
the General Election at a luncheon to which 
he was entertained by the Aldwych Clnb, 
London, vesterday afternoon. He said that 
be had been watching the political scene from 
a distance during the last six months. He 
had, perhaps, a somewhat, different perspective 
from those who had been involved. It seemed 
to him that the new Government had not as 
yet succeeded in fully developing those 
qualities of initiative, inspiration and convic- 
tion which they, no doubt, possessed. Both 
the great hastoric parties were split into 
groups, each labouring te destroy the .other, 
while various Socialist parties were concen- 
trating and advancing to the seizure of supreme 
power. Was all that division necessary? What 
were the great crucial questions of principle 
that separated Mr. Asquith and Lord Grey 
from Mr. Bonar Law and Lord Curzon? If 
issues like Free Trade and the Parliament 
Act were to be raised by the Government, 
then there would be at once a clean and unmis- 
takable division both of principle and of practi- 
cal action. But these issues had not been raised. 
Although party difference had been reduced 
to a minimum, Mr. Asquith considered it 


disgraceful for any Liberal to co-operate with 


any Conservative. But Mr. Asquith and his 
friends would eagerly co-operate with the 
Socialists, from whom they were divided by 
a tremendous fulf of principle, if only the 
Socialists were willing. These were not 
politics or principle, but faction and ex- 
pediency 

Liberals of the Left and Conservatives ot 
the Right assured the country that there 
was no danger of Socialism, and thus all re 
sistance to attack on existing order or society 
was paralysed. An earnest effort should be 
made by all non-Socialist parties to secure 
the effective representation of the majority in 
a constituency either by a second ballot oi 
the alternative vote. The present system 
favoured the extremists.

MR. ASOUITH'S UNDYING 
FAITH. 

Speaking at Bournemouth yesterday even- 
ing, Mr. Asquith said that Liberal reunion 
would come far more rapidly by a natura! 
and spontaneous process among those who 
found in liberal principles the keystone of 
their political faith than by any other method. 
The difficulties of the past, involving great 
principles and traditions, could not be over- 
come by living in a world of make-believe. 
Apart trom the Liberal difficulties, as illus- 
trated in the voting lobbies, there was the 
question whether Liberal reunion was, an 
end in itself or to be regarded as a stepping 
stone to the further orientation of parties. 
He would have no part in the proposed ad- 
venture of a Centre Party, to be directed 
against revolution on the one hand and 
reaction on the other. 

Furthermore, elucidation was necessarv on 
the attitude of a reunited Liberal Party to 
what was vaguely called Labour. Unalarmed 
by the “ red ” spectre, he was opposed to a 
declaration of war against Labour. Reunited 
Liberalism standing independently could 
redress industrial evils more effectively than 
either Toryism or Socialism. |

NATIONAL ANTHEM, 
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ROME, Friday. 

The “Eternal City” is Jooking forward 
with enthusiastic interest to the imminent 
visit of the British Sovereigns. King George 
is coming to Rome for the first time, and, for 
the first time in history, united Italy is 
preparing officially to welcome an Enghsh 
King. 

All the papers publish articles welcoming 
the arrival of the English Sovereigns. 

The whole route along which King George 
and Queen Mary will pass is given up to the 
preparation of welcome; but the best decora- 
tion of all is the beauty of Italian spring and 
the luxnriance of the flowers and blossoming 
trees. It is a case of roses, roses everywhere. 
They have burst forth suddenly during the last 
few days with the long-delayed summer ¢ 
weather. 

All the railway stations, even those which 
the British Sovereigns will not pass, have 
competed to show which can decorate their 
station buildings most artistically. *Flagg, 
bunting, flowers, greenery, and crimson hang- 
ings testify to the Italian love of bright 
colour, and the desire to make everything 
beautiful for the British King and Queen. 

The suite of rooms at the Quirinal, Palace, 
which the Royal guests will occupy, are 
being refurnished and decorated with treasures 
from Italy’s wealth of Royal palaces. 

It is said that the young Princesses, who 
are most practical and artistic, are them- 
selves superintending the work. 

Most of the Italian villages have their own 
bands, the members of which all wear wonder- 
ful uniforms, and all along the route Their 
Majesties will take the sound of the British 
Anthem being practised can be heard to-day. 

At some points, instead of “God Save the 
King.” the strains of “ Tipperary ” will be 
heard, the villagers being under the — 
sion that. that is the British National Anthem. 

In the streets where the Royal procession 
will pass the work is proceeding feverishly, 
and tall red masts, adorned with the symbol of 
ancient Rome (the Roman Eagle), looped to- 
gether with streamers of green wreaths, with 
the British and Italian flags, give an air of 
rejoicing.

The Dublin Fire Brigade men have decided 
to cease work at noon to-day, 

In view of the risks to life and property 
which this decision involves, the Town Clerk 


writes ;:'— 

“I am directed by the Finance and General 
Purposes Committee of the Dublin Corporation 
to ask for the services of your columns to in- 
form the public that the men of the Dublin 
Fire Brigade have given notice of their in- 
tention to cease véork to-day (Saturday) 
at 12 o’cleck noon, as a protest against the 
action of the Municipal Council, on Monday 
last, in deci to reduce the war wage 
which the members of the brigade, in common 
with other Municipal employés, were in re- 
ceipt of. The Committee trust that in this 
crisis they may count upon the co-operation 
of the citizens, and would especially suggest 
that the owners of property should take parti- 
cular care to prevent, as far as possible, the 
occurrence of fires.’’ 

REFUSAL TO ACCEPT REDUCED PAY. 

Yesterday was pay-day with the brigade, 
and a Corporation official attended with the 
money for distribution at the four stations. 
As the amounta tendered were short by the 
first cut of 5s., the men refused to accept their 
wages, and the money was taken back to the 
City Hail. ; 

A Dublin fireman’s wage is £5 2s. 6d. per 
week, with the addition of £1 8s. 6d. bonus. 
The first cut would leave him £4 8s., instead 
of £4 lls., as up till the present week. 

In addition to their wages, the men have 
special housing accommodation, besides fire, 
light, and clothing. 

They state that the Dublin Fire Brigade 
has only half the number of men who are 
employed in like services in cities with a

MOSCOW, Thursday Night (delayed). 
He who Patriarch Tikhon, who 
wielded a power second only to the Tsar's, 
to-day became Citizen Andray Belavin, and 
as Citizen Belavin will face his trial on 
charges which may lead him to death. To-day 
the All-Russian Ecclesiastical Couneil  un- 
frocked Patriarch Tikhon, and cast him forth 

‘traitor to Christianity.” 

To-day President Vidyensky, of ‘the 
Apostolic Church, thundered at 5380 members 
of the Ecclesiastical Council, ‘ Bolshevism 
fulfils the mission of Christ. Communists 
proclaim they are materialists, and not be- 
lievers, but their leaders, Lenin and Trotsky, 
walk in the ways of God. Our Church must 
serve the people, we once served Romanoff, 
not God. Too many countries worship 
capitalism, not Christ; Rockfeller, not. Christ. 
aa 
Following three hours of Vidyensky’s tre- 
mendous emotional oratory, Russia's Supreme 
Church Council, in which all parts of the 
splintered Orthodox Church is represented, 
humbled Tikhon, sent. its blessings to Lenin 
and the Red Army, lifted the anathema 
which Tikhon jssued against Bolshevism, and 
practically delivered Tikhon as the shorn 
lamb for justice. 

Only one delegate voted against the resolu- 
tion, and five raised their hands to state they 
did not participate. However, when the 
Chairman insisted they should vote, there 
followed considerable excitement, numerous 
prelates ‘and priests demanding the right to 
speak, which was denied. The resolution was 
stronger than many expected. 

“The Soviet Government is the only Go- 
vernment in the world fighting capitalism. 
Capitalism is one of the seven deadly sins,’ is 
how the resolution began. The Ecclesiastical 
Council condemns the counter-revolutionary 
acts of Tikhon and his followers. The Council 
lifts the anathema put on the Soviets by 
Tikhon, the Council denounces T! 


was 


Tikhon as a 
traitor to the Church, the Council abolishes 
the Patriarchate altogether, and will ad- 
minister the Church in future through a 
oard. 

Three hundred and eighty priests, bishops, 
metropolitans, long-haired, long - bearded, 
some strong peasant snub-nosed faces, many 
with spiritual faces, every one of them re- 
sembling the artist's conception of the Christ- 
face, filled the Soviet ball, bare but for some 
pictures. Besides portraits of Lenin and 
Trotsky of to-day appeared ikons of Christ

Bishop Blake, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of America, was present.

The Council’s resolution was followed by 
the greatest oratory ever heard in Rutsia, a 
wr Phe ae people actually love and believe 
politicians’ speeches. 

Vidyensky outdid Trotsky, outdid the 
heaviest tragedians at the Art Theatre, im a 
three hours’ emotional appeal, filled with 
satire, irony, and vituperation of the old 
Church and an impassioned poetical glorifica- 
tion of the future Church. istinguished, as 
the only dignitary without long hair or beard, 
by the simplest black cassock, this priest, who 
once served Petrograd’s distinguished congre- 
vation. overwhelmed the audience in his plea. 
The climax was when he exclaimed loudly: 
“ Christ, has risen,”’ cfossed himself fervently, 
and collapsed. ha 

‘Verily, He has risen,” replied Russias 
clergy, crossing themselves under the spell of 
the dramatic oratory. 

“T am ashamed of the old Church,” ex- 
claimed Vidyensky; “the old Church was a 
pigsty. Tikhon is an old Churchman ; he isa 
member of the Black Hundreds. Tikhon op- 
posed the Government's orders for helping the 
famine-stricken. Tikhon was anti-Christ. 
Tikhon caused bloodshed through resisting the 
Soviet Government. Tikhon has the blood of 
fourten hundred and four violent disturbances 
on his hands.” 

At one time Vidyensky discussed religion 
throughout the world, which he declared was 
losing power, while the “truth is only in 
Russia.”

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THE NORTHERN RAILWAYS. 
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SHOP LABOURERS’ DEMAND. 


A critical situation has arisen on the 
Northern railways, in view of the demand 
of the semi-skilled and unskilled labourers 
for a complete restoration of the 16s. 6d. 
war increase. About a fortnight ago members 
of the National Union of Railwaymen em- 
ployed in the Belfast shops were “ out’’ for 
two days, but resumed work pending the 
holding of a conference. Meetings have been 
held recently, not only in Belfast, but also 
in Londonderry and Larne, where there are 
railway engineering shops. The men felt 
that there had been undue delay on. the part 
of the companies in giving their answer to 
the demands put forward, and on Wednesday 
evening a largely-attended meeting adopted a 
resolution that if there was not an immediate 
reply, they would cease work to-night. The 
same meeting agreed to accept Mr. A. B. 
Babington, K.C., as neutral chairman of a 
conference with the Managements, and se 
accordingly presided over. Thursday night’s 
proceedings in the Boardroom of the York 
road terminus of the London, Midland, and 
Scottish Railway (N.C.C.). á 

After a preliminary discussion, the Union 
delegates conferred in private, and when the 
conference was again resumed it was inti- 
mated that they had agreed upon a resolu- 
tion, which recommended the men to give 
Mr. Babington a resonable time to go through 
the evidente. 

Meetings in the various shops were held 
yesterday, at which the conference proceed- 
mge were discussed. A point emphasised 
was that any threatened action should be 
delayed for at least a week.

SPACE AND TIME. 


DONNELLAN LECTURE “IN 
TRINITY COLLEGE, 

Mr. R. A. P. Hogers, F.,.T:C./D., delivered 
the first of the term series of - Donnellan 
Foundation Lectures’ in Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. The subject 
was “ Some Theories of Space and ' Time.” 

Mr. Rogers said that during the last few 
years. a great deal of interést had ‘been’ 
aroused in the subject of his lecture; not only 
amongst metapliysiciaps, but also- among 
mathematicians, experymental scientists, and 
even to a large extent the general public, 
who are usually asleep to the most important 
issues. The problem of Relativity, the 
theories of Minkowski and Einstein, trad been 
discussed in the daily newspapers with an 
interes! excited by the general belief that the 
theory subverted the ordinary ready-made 
coucentions of Space and Time. 

Whatever conception of Space and Time 
he accepted it must b.e one which approxi- 
mates. very closely to the orthodox concep- 
tion used in our everyday experience of 
events. Subject to this condition, the most 
extreme conservatism could not fairly object 
to any new hypothesis. The evidence of 
successful working was, however, very strong 
in favour’ of the orthodox theory of the 
structure ot "Lime and Space. 

BONE SPECULATIONS. 

The lecturer proceeded to. put under re- 
view some of the speculations on the subject. 
béginning with those of Plato. As set torth 
in the Timaeus, Plato's theories of the 
structure and measurement of Space and 
"Lime were primarily based on Geometry and 
Astronomy. ‘he ‘moving image of 
eternity,”’ with which he identified measured 
Time, seemed to be the uniformly rotating 
sphere of the fixed stars—~precisely the stan- 
dard of Time-measurement used in modern 
Astronomy. The revolving heaven or earth 
constituted the most perfect plrysical clock, 
the sidereal day was always the seme. Thus, 
Plato’s theory of the structure of Time was 
fundamentally orthodox and Newtonian. He 
gave no hint of Time being plural. or rela- 
tive to the observer One Time flowed on 
smoothly and for ever, measured by the rota- 
tion the fixed stars around the celestial 
pole. 

It was not easy to crystallise Plato's theory 
of Space, and interpret him accurately. He 
described Space‘ as the nurse of the physical 
universe of Matter, the Idea of the Creator 
being the father, but he did not say who 
was the mother. The Creator deliberately 
chose a Euclidean Geometry for Space, be- 
cause it was the best, the most beautiful, 
and the most economic. In Plato's cosmo- 
gony Matter was not something different from 
Space, not a substance apart, placed within 
it, Maiter to Plate was not a substance, 
but a quality, a modification, differentiation 
or character of Space. Fire was but Space 
in « fiery condition. Instead of saying some- 
thing was oxygen, hydrogen, radium, he 
would say—‘‘ Here Swace oxygenic, 
hs drogenic, radia).’’ 

Mr. Rogers illustrated by four geometrical 
kglids Plate’s conception of the íour elements 
~-air, fire, water, earth—originating from the 
atom. He then rightly touched on Aristotle's 
theory of Space, in the course of which he 
remarked—<“‘ You may always be sure that 
a believer in Aristotle is a semsible man.” 
He then passed oh to an analysis of the 
theories of Leibnitz, who, in a sense, gave 
expression to the principle of Relativity. As 
regards the structure of Space and Time Kant’s 
conception was identical with the -rdinary cod 
orthodox view, but his theorv of the origin, 
or metaphysical meaning, of Space and Time 
was quite different from those of Plato, 
Leibnitz, and Newton. The theory of 
Berkeley was also considered. 

NEWTON’S THEORY. 

Newton's metaphysical theory of Space «nd 
Time was that generally accepted and used. 
lis contrast with modern Relativity was very 
strung, and by paying attention to the con 
trast one would be better able to understand 
the meaning of Relativitv. According to 
Newton, there is an absolute unmoved and un- 
changing Space, from which Matter is quite 
distinct, but within which it eccupies various 
places or positions which can neither be 
created nor destroyed. They existed from all 
eternity, and never lose any part of their 
individualities. 5 

Of Time Newton wrote: “ Time, absolute, 
true, and mathematical, in itself and by its 
own nature without relation to anything 
¢xternal, flows uniformly. It is also termed 
Duration. Relative, apparent, and vulgar 
Time is some measure (whether accurate or 
inequable) of duration by means of motion, 
and this measure the mob use instead of true 
Time, such as hour, day, month, year.” 
Newtonian Time was something aebsolute—it 
waits neither for God nor man, it moves 
serenely in its own self-centred indifference, 
ignoring the inner content of events. This 
conception of absolute pure Time, independent 
of events, and impressing on all persons and 
things a fixed and unalterable standard of 
temporal measurements—this conception 
dominated philosophy and mathematical and 
experimental physics, prior to the advent of 
the theory of Relativity. 

Having gone at length into {he consideration 
of the Newtonian theory, Mr. Rogers con- 
ciuded with the ennouncement that the rest 
of the series of lectures would deal with the 
Minkowski and Einstein theories of Relativity.

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A BALBRIGGAN FISHING VESSEL. 


Mr. Justice Samuels gave judgment vester- 
day in the case of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction v. Rath 
and others, an action brought by the plain- 
tiffs against Michael Rath and Ralph Booth, 
fishermen, of Balbriggan, Co. Dublin, and 
Dr. George Scriven, J.P., of Hampton, Ba! 
briggan, and Captain Edward Taylor, J.P., 
D.E.. of Ardgilley, Balbriggan, their sureties, 
to recover £278 15s. 1d., alleged to be due 
on foot of a joint and several promissory 
note for £1,250, dated 27th March, 1920, the 
amount advanced to the two fishermen by the 
plaintifis for the purchase of a fishing vessel 
and gear, repayable by half-vearly instal- 
ments, with 3 per cent. per annum interest. 
According te the terms, the vessel was 
to be registered under the Merchant 
Shipping Act, and the Department was to 
have a first charge mortgage on the vessel, 
and also a transfer of the policy of insurance 
to be effected. Shortly after the purchase of 
the vessel, it appeared, Booth went to 
America, and in consequence the registration 
did not take place, and the other terms of the 
contract were not complied with. The main 
question in the case was whether it was the 
plaintifis or the sureties that should have seen 
that the mortgage was efiected and the policy 
transferred as collateral security for the ad- 
vance, 

Mr. Justice Samuels gave judgment against 
the two fishermen for the amount claimed, 
with costs, and dismissed the action as against 
the sureties.

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POOR MILK.

CASES IN THE POLICE COURT, 


Before Mr. Lupton, K.C.. in the Northern 
Police Court, Dublin, vesterday, Ellen Costello, 
16 Upper Dominick street, was summoned by 
the Dublin Corporation for having sold new 
milk from which 10 per cent. of fats had been 
abstracted. 

Inspector Egan gave evidence of having 
purchased a sample of the milk from the de- 
fendant on the 20th March, and handed in 
certificate of analysts. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, who appeared 
for the defendant, did not dispute the certifi- 
cate, but said that the milk was bought by 
the defendant, against whom there had been 
no previous complaint. The deficiency was 
probably due to the feeding. 

The defendant was fined £1. 

There were four summonses against Patrick 
Mallon, Castlemartin, Navan, in respect oí 
milk consigned to Broadstone Railway Station 
for Thomas Mvles, 14 Granby row, and two in 
respect of milk consigned to Amiens street 
Railway Station for delivery to Patrick 
McDonald, 18 Lower Sheriff street. 

According to the evidence, samples were 
taken at Broadstone on the 21st. 22nd. 23rd 
and 24th March,. and were found to be 
adulterated by the addition of 21.2 per cent., 
21.2 per cent., 25.5 per cent. and 18.8 per 
cent. of their weight of water respectively. 
One sample taken at Amiens street on the 4th 
April was adulterated by the addition of 3.5 
per cent. of its weight of water, and one taken 
on the 7th was deficient of at least 13.3 of fats. 

The defendant stated that he milked the 
cows himself and delivered the milk at the 
station. He delivered it exactly as he took it 
from the cows, and no adulteration could have 
taken place while the milk was under his con- 
trol. The cans were not locked. 

The Magistrate. said that he was satisfied 
that there had been a breach of the law. but 
he was not satisfied that there was anv fraud. 
He would impose small fines, as he thought 
that this was not an ordinary case. He fined 
the defendant £2 on the first summons, £3 on 
the second. £4 on the fourth, and he would 
mark the others cautioned. Had he not come 
to the conclusion that this was different from 
the ordinary case the fines would have been 
nearer £50.

It; lay 
beyond the pillars of Hercules, the Mediter- 
ranean was one of its harbours, and it was 
larger than Libya and Asia togethe The 
Athenians conquered it in. dim distant years, 
but then a great earthquake, came and it 
sank into the sea. 

Since classical times only the 
and. modern theosophists. have 
tell us anything further of this strange land.

to taste, and beyond any oí her time present 
us with a lively picture of the easy, well-bred 
woman of fashion."’
